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HbKKWiTH  is  presented  to  the  public  the  second  of  a  series  of 
Bibliographical  Bulletins  issued  by  the  Library  of  Victoria  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  Canada. 

The  first  number,  edited  by  Mr.  C.  C.  James,  Deputy  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  was  based  on  a  collection  of ,  Canadian  (English) 
poetry,  donated  by  Mr.  James  to  the  Library,  and  included  all  works 
known  to  the  date  of  issue,  1899. 

This  second  number  represents  the  data  in  process  of  collection 
or  several  years  by  Prof.  L.  E.  Horning,  of  Victoria  University,  and 
by  M)*.  Lawrence  J.  Burpee,  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  Ottawa. 

Both  numbers  represent  original  and  pioneer  work  in  this  direc- 
tion and  will  doubtless  be  found  of  great  interest  to  all  students  of 
Canadian  literature.  From  time  to  time  it  is  proposed  to  issue  sup- 
plemental lists,  making  all  necessary  corrections  and  additions  and 
bringing  the  lists  up  to  date.  Indeed,  a  supplemental  list  to  No.  1 
will  shortly  be  published.  Information  which  will  be  of  service  in 
this  regard  will  gladly  be  received  by  the  Library  Committee.
